1 . Applicant is requested to update the status of the 09/789846 application cited in 
the preliminary amendment filed June 24, 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Japanese 
provisional patent 7-164809. 

Japanese '809 discloses a hub assembly comprising a stationary ring, a rotary 
ring, a plurality of rolling elements, a mounting flange having a plurality of openings, and 
a plurality of studs. The mounting surface of the flange defines a flat surface 14, and an 
annular groove 16 (figure 5). Each of the mounting openings 7 is located in the groove. 
The groove is not concave in shape, but to form the groove to be concave instead 
square bottomed would have been obvious to those of ordinary skill in the art as the 
concave groove would be easier to machine into the flange, and either the square- 
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bottomed groove or the concave groove would serve the desired purpose of preventing 
the press-fitted lug nuts from distorting the flat mounting surface. 

The method limitations of processing immediately after heat-treating are given no 
patentable weight in the article claim.
